THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Debunking Some Common 
Health Superstitions 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Superstitions regarding 


health and m e d i c i n e are 
hardy perennials. They die 
hard but, for every one that 
dies, three or four spring up 
to take its place. Here are a 
few that are still around in 
varying stages of vigor: 


• Certain foods, such as 


fish and celery, arc brain 
food. False—Your brain de- 
pends on a good circulation 
of blood rather than any 
certain type of food for per- 
fect functioning. 


• Persons who are aller- 


gic U> dogs won't be bothered 
by a short-haired dog. False 


-Asthma is caused by ani- 
mal d^ptf^jiot by Jfciir. 


• To be healthy, you must 


have a bowel movement ev- 
ery day. False—The Interval 
is not important. A d j u s t 
your intake of roughage so 
that your stools are firm. 
Most people feel best when 
they are slightly constipated. 


• Vitamin supplements 


are necessary for energy. 
False—Most people get all 
the vitamins they need in 
their diet. Vitamin supple- 
ments are necessary only 
for those who can't take a 
balanced diet. The proteins, 
carbohydrates and fats in 
your diet supply the energy. 


• If a little of an effective 


drug is good, more is better. 
False—For e x a m p l e , the 
standard adult dose of as- 
pirin is one five-grain tablet. 


• Plants in a sick room or 


bedroom will use up all the 
o x y g e n . False—Plants ob- 
sorb more carbon dioxide 
than oxygen and give off 


more oxygen than carbon 
dioxide—just the reverse of 
animals. 


• For every disease there 


must be a curative drug. 
False—Many diseases can 
be controlled but not cured; 
others can be cured only by 
changing your habits or by 
surgery and others can't be 
cured at all.

Brown indicated today that Syr- 
acuse's football team could run 
into more opposition off the field 
than on it this season if no com- 
promise is found to get eight 
suspended black players back 
on the squad. 


Squaring off against Ben 


Schwartzwalder, his former col- 
lege 
coach, 
Brown 
quickly 


thrust himself into the center of 
the controversy by reemphasiz- 
ing earlier charges of racial dis- 
crimination against the athletic 
department. 


Returning to the place where 


he first gained football fame the 
former 
National 
Football 


league star thrust himself into 
the controversy by saying the 
suspensions and alleged discrim- 
ination at Syracuse would be 
presented to the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association for 
investigation. 


"We also expect a lot of sup- 


port from the black 
students 


and the white liberal students 
here," said the muscular for- 
mer fullback who now makes 
his living as an actor when he 
is not professing the cause of 
civil rights. The indication was 
that Syracuse might be the tar- 
get of demonstrations this fall 
that could disrupt the football 
program. 


The eight blacks were sus- 


pended last Friday, bringing to 
a boil the controversy that be- 
gan last spring when the play- 
ers boycotted spring practice 
charging racial discrimination. 


As a result of the boycott, 


they were not invited to join the 
team this fall, and attempts at 
i compromise that would have 
wrought them back fell through 
when the blacks refused to sign 
a statement agreeing that their 
suspension following the boycott 
was warranted.

Griese says the Miami veter- 


ans "can now recall how terri- 
ble it felt to lose all those 
games. It hurt then and it hurts 
to think back." 


Shula posted a hot 71-23-4 


record in seven years with the 
Colts and his coaching magic 
has spread to the Dolphins, los- 
ers since their birth as a 1966 
expansion club.

more than $100,000—aside from 
Jack Nicklaus the youngest man 
ever to turn that trick—and 
found himself in the game's 
first rank.

Hixon May 
Drop School 
Milk Program

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration is under 
fire for holding back on a spe- 
cial milk program providing 
cut-rate, snack-time drinks for 
school pupils at a taxpayer cost 
of more than $100 million a 
year. The program may be 
dropped altogether. 


The White House wanted to 


eliminate the program entirely 
but dairy-state members of Con- 
gress, encouraged by farm lob- 
byists and school officials, suc- 
ceeded last spring in renewing 
authorization for the program. 


President Nixon did not ap- 


prove the authorization bill but 
allowed it to become law with- 
out his signature. In a message 
last June 30 Nixon said special 
milk service is not needed since 
improvements were made in the 
regular school lunch program. 


"Therefore, it should be clear- 


ly understood that whatever 
funds I use from this program," 
Nixon said then, "I intend to use 
for the school lunch and child 
nutrition programs for children 
from poverty families, and not 
for Utose who are in no need of 
such a subsidy." 


Now, however, with some of 


the nation's schools already 
open and most of the rest get- 
ting ready, the Agriculture De- 
partment, which 
administers 


milk funds, cannot say yet 
whether the program will be 
continued. 


Officials say that, while Con- 


gress authorized the program 
again, the full amount of money 
does not necessarily have to be 
spent. 


"The decision has not been 


made by the administration on 
whether we will or won't," As- 
sistant Secretary Richard E. 
iyng told a reporter Thursday. 


Lyng said, "The phone has 


been ringing off the hook" for 
days about what the department 
intends to do. A decision, he 
said, is expected to be handed 
down by White House budget 
planners soon. 


Meantime, Lyng said, no mon- 


ey is being earmarked for the 
milk program. These funds are 
passed on to states to help 
schools pay the major part of 
the cost of distributing half-pint 
containers of milk to elementa- 
ry school children. 


The milk is in addition to that 


regularly served with lunches. 


The special milk program was 


initiated 16 years ago during the 
Eisenhower 
administration, 


partly as a remedy for rising 
dairy surpluses. 


President of 
Mexico Sounds 
o Warning

CORONADO, Calif. (AP) - 


speaking at a gala state dinner 
tendered by President Nixon, 
President Gustavo Diaz Ordaz 
of Mexico has sounded a warn- 
ing that U.S. restrictions on in- 
ternational trade may imperil 
the economy of Latin America, 


It was the one somber note at 


a gathering of 660 VIP guests 
from both sides of the border 
Thursday night devoted mainly 
to lavish expressions of Mexi- 
can-American friendship. 


Nixon capped a day-long sa- 


lute to the visiting chfcf of Mate 
by describing Mexico as "the 
country we have a special place 
for in our hearts." 


Nixon staged the glittering 


show for Diaz Ordaz at the 82- 
year-old, Victorian-style Hotel 
del Coronado just two weeks aft- 
er reaching a border boundary 
agreement with the Mexican 
president in the below-the-bor- 
der resort town of Puerto Val- 
larta. 


Guests included former Presi- 


dent Lyndon B. Johnson, Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California 
and headliners of the U.S. 
sports and entertainment world. 


In his speech, Diaz Ordaz said 


he brought "solidarity and af- 
fection from the people of Mexi- 
co," but had this message of 
caution: 


"There is true alarm in the 


countries of Latin America be- 
cause in the United States pro- 
tectionist tendencies seem to be 
gaining strength. 


"Should they prevail, there 


will be a tremendous blow to the 
economy of the rest of the conti- 
nent." 


He apologized a bit for inject- 


ing the serious note after the 
light-hearted toasts which went 
before, but said he had to make 
his serious prepared speech be- 
cause he had already given it 
out to the news media. 


He was warm in hi* apprecia- 


tion of the way "the people 
opened their hearts" in the gai- 
ly decorated city here and he 
thanked the Johnsons, too, for 
coming all the way from Texas 
to have dinner with him. 


Nixon has frequently noted 


that he and his wife, Pat, honey- 
mooned in Mexico, and Diaz Or- 
daz said he hopes it's a custom 
that continues. 


He suggested that all young 


men who aspire to political ca- 
reers take their honeymoons in 
Mexico, "because perhaps it 
will help them reach the presi- 
dency." 


He added, "It will help us as 


far as tourism is concerned." 


The two presidents exchanged 


personal gifts. 


Nixon had a specially made 


leather golf bag in the colors of 
the Mexican flag—red, white 
and green—and a set of clubs 
for Diaz Ordaz, who will be leav 
tan office Dec. 1.

Bombers Put 
on FBI Most 
Wanted List 


MADISON, wis. (AP) - Four 


young men sought in the bomb- 
ing of a University of Wisconsin 
research center have been add- 
ed to the FBI's list of most- 
wanted fugitives. 


While the search was busiest 


along the Canadian border, 
Madison 
officials 
speculated 


that the FBI's most-wanted des- 
ignation would help with extra- 
dition if any of the men was 
found across the border. 


The Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police issued a Canada-wide 
alert Friday night for two of 
them— David S. Fine, 18, and 
Leo F. Burt, 22, both former 
University of Wisconsin stu- 
dents. 


The other two— Karleton Arm- 


strong, 22, and his brother, 
Dwight, 19, both of Madison— 
apparently slipped through the 
hands of police at Little Falls, 
N.Y., about 110 miles from Can- 
ada, Thursday night. State po- 
lice in cars and helicopters 
searched the area Friday. 


The four were named Wednes- 


day in FBI warrants charging 
conspiracy, sabotage and de- 
struction of government proper- 
ty. The Canadian warrants for 
Fine and Burt, an RCMP 
spokesman said, are based on a 
law which bans from entry into 
Canada any persons suspected 
of advocating subversion of de- 
mocracy.

Egypt Says

In fact, the ministry claimed, 


the United States itself has vio- 
lated the military standstill by 
sending Phantom Jet fighters to 
Israel since the cease-fire went 
into effect Aug. 7. 


Egypt said its foreign minis* 


ter, Mahmoud Riad, had pre- 
sented the complaints to Donald 
C. Bergus, Washington's top 
diplomatic official in Cairo. 


The semiofficial Cairo news- 


paper Al Ahram also called the 
U.S. 
Charges "incorrect." It 


said the United States had 
charged that Egypt "violated 
the cease-fire in 20 specific inci- 
dents, including installation of 
11 new missiles at launching 
pads that were empty at the 
time the cease-fire became ef- 
fective, establishment of new 
missile sites that appeared sud- 
denly and movement to the 
front of rocket artillery batta- 
lions." 


In Washington, a State De- 


partment spokesman said the 
United States had demanded 
"rectification" by Egypt and 
the Soviet Union of the alleged 
cease-fire violations. But he de- 
clined to say if this meant an in- 
sistence that the missiles be 
pulled back out of the canal

said the Soviet Union and Egypt 
must stop violating the cease- 
fire, but Israel has said this is 
not enough and that the missiles 
must be removed.
